Punchard who left funds in 1850 
for the founding and support of a 
free school, When Punchard Free 
School was destroyed by fire in 
1868 funds were appropriated by 
the town to aid the trustees in 
rebuilding the school, 

In tracing history in his legal 
Statement, O’Brien reports that 
the Supreme Judicial Court pre- 
vented the town from becoming 
involved with the rebuilt school 
because it would be controlled by 
Punchard trustees rather than town 
authorities, 

“‘A compromise was reached, 
and the town built a school which 
provided some courses, The pro- 
ceeds of the Punchard Fund were 
used to provide other courses,”® 
the counsel relates, 

In 1902 Town Meeting authorized 
the school committee to establish 
a high school for the town and call 
it Punchard High School until 
‘otherwise ordered,’® At that time 
part of the school’s faculty was 
paid from the Punchard Fund and 
part from town appropriations, 
' Now, however, the Punchard 
Fund amounts annually to some- 
thing under $3,500 ($3,430 in 1965) 
and is used to purchase high school 
supplies, 

O’Brien points out that no dual 
school has existed since 1948 and 
draws attention to the fact that the 
operation of the high schoolin 1965 
cost an estimated $500,000,

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Editorial Comment 


The Time Drain 


Officials from four Greater Lawrence communities, 
including Andover, are to collect September 19 for their 
second attempt to resolve the key issue still impeding 
progress toward a regional solution to the problems of 
river pollution. 

At an August meeting these officials came no closer to 
agreement on the major stumbling block to a cooperative 
venture than their appointed representatives had in months 
of preparation. Andover, North Andover and Methuen still 
insist that representation on the board that would operate 
a regional pollution abatement facility should be on a 
one-for-one basis. Lawrence is thus far determined that 
she should have two members on the policy board, a 
prospect that is less than appealing to elected represen- 
tatives of the smaller communities. 

Why? Suppose Lawrence had two spokesmen on board. 
And further suppose that a Situation arose which divided 
the board. With the support of one additional community, 
Lawrence would be in a position to swing the vote her 
way. 

This is no small unknown quantity. As envisioned, the 
district board would have the right to take land by eminent 
domain and to issue bonds and anticipatory notes, to 
construct, operate and maintain facilities and to apportion 
the cost to the communities involved, Andover, North 
Andover and Methuen are properly cautious in insisting 
that the governing board be organized in such a way as to 
protect their interests. 

Despite the clamor for pollution abatement, most 
officials at the local level are woefully ill informed about 
what is proposed and ill equipped to question the judg- 
ment of the consulting engineers who have both outlined 
how pollution of the Merrimack should be controlled and 
what legislation should be drafted to create a regional 
district. 

Before September 19 we urge elected officials of the 
four communities involved to do their homework. The 
Situation has changed since August. In the interim both 
Federal and State legislators have voted funds to assist 
communities in financing up to 80 percent of the cost of 
constructing river clean-up facilities, which means that 
there will be increasing pressure for municipal action. 


The cities and towns have a moral obligation to dis- 
continue the polluting of the nation’s rivers now that the 
dangers of such willful destruction are fully known. But 
the people of these political sub-divisions have a right to 
expect that in the end their policy makers will recommend 
a solution that promises the most effective, least costly 
and highly efficient System that can be devised in this 
day and age. 

Right now it is impossible to be confident that the men 
who have responsibility for pollution decisions in Greater 
Lawrence are adequately prepared to make such an all- 
encompassing recommendation. 

And they are running out of time for boning up.

We can but wish New England’s three largest utility 
systems well as they study the feasibility of corporate 
affiliation. 

Any private power venture that can work to reduce elec- 
tricity rates in this region will be a boon to both indus- 
trial and residential users.
